REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are pending in this application. Claims 15-22 have been withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Claims 1, 2, and 3, stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 
6,098,146 (Bouvier et al.); 

Claims 4-12 stand objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim; 
Claims 13 and 14 stand allowed. 

Claims 1, 2, and 3, are canceled herein, without prejudice. 

In the Office Action dated June 10, 2004, the Examiner indicated that claims 4-12 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 4 has been rewritten in independent form incorporating the elements of claim 1, 
claim 2, and claim 3. 

No new matter has been entered. Reexamination and reconsideration of the application, 
as amended, is respectfully requested. 

Having dealt with all of the outstanding objections and/or rejections of the claims, 
Applicants submit that the application as amended is in condition for allowance, and an 
allowance at an early date is respectfully solicited.
